Lebanese min- 
ister to the United States, and Dr 
Philip E. Mosely. nationally knnx'n 
authority on Russia, will be the 
featured speakers at the Institute 
of Foreign Affairs to be conducted 
by the political science department 
this summer. Dr. Amry Vanden- 
bosch. head of the department, has 
announced.
